Cooper alluded to in 
ity»u aro still of tho opinion that personal 
libwfcy is not jeopardized by it; that no blow 
is struck by it at tho very vitals of liberty, 
then, indeed, you would not believe, though 
one wore to rise from the dead." 


Mr, Stephens then refers to a latter re- 


ceived,from Mr. Johnson, in which tho lat- 
ter alludes to Mr. Stephens as being hostile

The president then road his opening ad- 


dress, in which ho congratulated tho nation 
on the success of tho exposition and in tho 
name of tho people declared the World's In • 
dustrial and Cotton Centennial exposition 
opoa to tho public.

where was moored tho magnificent steamer 
Fred A. Blanks, draped in all tho colors of 
the rainbow. Tho procession marched aboard 
the Blanks, which swung out into tho stream 
aiid hoadod for tho lowor limits of tho cor- 
poration so as to traverse tho entire length 
of the city on tho trip up tho stream, giving 
thoso aboard ;i view of the entire sliipping 
moored along tho fifteen miles of river front 
Reaching the lower end of tho city tho 
Biauks turned and sped up the stream, her 
course along the route boiug a signal for sa- 
lutes from tho war ships and ocean vessels 
and tho screaming whistles o£ tho steam- 
boats. 
Every vessel was tastefully deco- 


rated with Hags, and tho crows on tho docks 
and in tho rigging chocred as tho Blanks 
passed.

While tho building is not entirely com- 


pleted, and whila lat£ tho ozhibits (\!-o no'. 
yot arranged, otill as much progress l:ns al- 
ready boon made us at any international ex- 
position on opening day. Tho mnnagenienl 
bos usad every ondoavor to push the work as 
fast 03 possible, and tho delay has been 
rather tho fault of tho exhibitors than of of- 
ficials. Everything was in readiness for the 
Hormet', and they simply did not take advan- 
tage o£ it. Great delay, however, was caused 
by a blockade aJ railroads. Many hundred 
cars of exhibits havo not yet reached tho 
grounds, tho jam being especially lioavy on 
the Dlinois Central and Louisville & JS*:wh- 
rillo.
